Dear Brethren in Christ Jesus: i 

We join together in thanking God for His mercy, , midance and 
blessing on the work of our Synod this past year. 

There is special joy in this 1950 convention. We are holding Synod 
convention in St. Luke's congregation at Fort Smith, Arkansas, for the 
first time, and in its new church building made possible by an active 
mission program. Also this is the first time, so far as we know, that a 
United Lutheran Synod convention of any kind has been held in the state 
of Arkansas. May it stimulate further growth) of Ata ae in the 

state. 

Then there is the special joy of having President Franklin C. Fry as 
the United Lutheran Church representative at our convention this year. 

As we review the Synod’s activities for the past year, I want first 
of all to thank the pastors, laymen, and laywomen of Synod for their 
help in so many ways, especially the officers, editors, secretaries, chair- 
men, and conference presidents.

Lutheran Church, the new mission congregation, organized November 
27, 1949, at Washington, Kansas. Last year, Bethlehem United Luth- 
eran Church of North Kansas City was received. These two mission 
congregations, the first since 1926, indicate a revival @ home mission 
activity. 
The various phases of the Synod's bord m be brought to your 
attention by the reports of the secretaries, boards, and committees. But 
I want to make special mention of Home Missions work. This Synod is 
not a one-state synod, but a four-state synod. Actually it is one of the 
larger synods of the United — Chureh, 80 far as square miles 
are concerned. 

It has cities that have doubled in popdietion in the last twelve 
years. It will be an increasing population area as industry and popula- 
tion are, for nat‘one! defense reasons, moved from the coasts to this cen- 
tral area of the United States. Roger Babson calls it the Midland Em- 
pire, because it has within its area or on its bounds all the acricultural 
and natural resources necessary to sustain life. 

There are too few United Lutheran Churches in| this area. Our 
Synod ought to be at least twice as large in mega and churches. 
We are still diminishing in number of churches. A stepped-up mission 

program has been launched to take advantage of the great mission op- 
. portunities and establish many more United utheran Ghurches in this 
vital area. 

The Home Missions b is whi intensively on the pro- 
gram. We appreciate immensely the help of the Board of American 
Missions, but regret that we have not been able to secure the appoint- 
ment of enough mission organizers. One field has been waiting for two 
years and others ought to be entered. The support of pastors of Synod 
on Benevolence, on the Mission $10 program, and the help of the church 
at large will enable us to make more of our u Wi e in this 
strategie four-state area. 

We regret that the „ of the National Lutheran 
Council conflicted with the Christian High Education Year Appeal in 
this area. Since relations with other — bodies, as well as the 
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success of both campaigns were tavelyed, edjpstments in schedules hed 
to be made.

The feature of the summary of the parochial report for 1949 was 
the strong upward surge shown by the parish education activities. All 


phases of the work except the Children of the Church registered large 


inereases. More were in Sunday School than + any 110 since 1940, an 
enrollment of 4,891 being reported. 

The membership statistics also changed their t trend of recent years, 
small increases appearing for the first time since 1946. The commun- 
ing membership is now 6, 781, an increase of 70 over the previous year. 
One new congregation, Good Shepherd of Washington, was organized 


with 115 members. Good numerical increases were reported by Salina, 


St. John’s; Waterville, St. Mark’s; and Kansas City, Bethlehem United. 
On the other hand, sizable losses were reported by St, Joseph, Firs: 
English; Washington, St. Paul's; and New Cambria, Peace. Atchis~ 
St. Mark’s arbitrarily reduced its from 355 
to 200. 

The congregations expended $67,792 more in 1949 than in 1948, 
for a total of $463,728, over twice as much as in 1945, This was an 
average of $41.31 per confirmed member. This increase was entirely 
in congregational expenditures. The apportionment was exceeded again 


but less was contributed toward it than in 1948. Twenty-eight congre- 


gations met the apportionment in full or excess and the average con- 
tribution per communing member was $7.33. A little more was con- 
tributed to unapportioned benevolences making the total to all benevo- 
lences about the same as in the previous year. Wichita, St. Paul's came 
closest to a 50-50 budget with a 55-45 ratio while that for the Synod as a 
whole was 80-20. The indebtedness of the congregations more than 
doubled due to the erection of three new churches, Five congregations 
cleared themselves of debt during the year. | 

Reports were received from all active cobdreahtiond although four- 
teen were not received until after the Jan. 31 deadline. The first report 
was received on Jan. 11 from Atchison, St. Mark's, Rev. H. Vance 
Baird, pastor. Some of the reporting on the ‘membership statistics was 
extremely poor, requiring additional n to sécure the correct 
figures.

The story of this Mission continues to be one of prayers answered 
and hopes realized.

Many colleges and universities in our countty | have an F a loss 
in enrollment as compared with last year. The enrollment in the U. L. 
C.A. colleges decreased on an average 11.2%. The decrease at Midland 
was 40 students, or 8%. The chief cause of the decline is the decrease 
in G. I. students, which accounts for more than one half of the loss. An- 
other cause is the smaller number of high school graduates resulting 
from a low birth rate 17 or 18 years ago. Another contributing factor 
in Nebraska is the new law granting the state teachers colleges (which 
charge only a nominal tuition rate) the right to * the liberal arts 
degree. 

The total daytime students for the two semesters ! 444, which 
with the 59 evening class students, gives us a total of 503. The men 
outnumber the women better than two to one. in Wande e were 
329 enrolled in the Summer Session in 1949. 

In a few categories we may record an increase, as for 1 in 
the number of Lutheran students. Our college is actually serving 23

Operating Loss a $18,699.19 
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(This ineludes $1,235 which constituted the last payment on the con- 
struction contract of Men's Memorial Hall.) 
We regret exceedingly that it was necessary to dose our books at 
the end of the last fiscal $7 with an operation loss of approximately 
$18,000. The fact that we have 40 students fewer this year than last 
will reduce our income from students’ tuition and fees by about $14, 000. 
It will be very difficult, if = impossible, to operate, in the black this 


The Board of Trustees and its Executive Comimittee are deeply con- 
cerned about the financial situation. A most serious effort is being . 
made by the college administration to curtail all possible expenses. Yet 
there is a point beyond which we cannot go if we are to maintain a good, 
vigorous, educational institution. While the College deeply appreciates 
the excellent support from the Kansas Synod, it will be necessary to 
increase this support if Midland is to thrive. Under the circumstances it 
is not feasible to increase the students’ tuition and fees. The Executive 
Committee of the Board of Trustees is, therefore, respectfully recom- 
mending to the supporting synods that they increase i annpal ap- 
portionment to $1.35 per communing member. 

CHEY Objectives 13 

At this writing (Feb. 13) there is in evidence a gratifying 4 
and zeal for the CHEY appeal. It is an inspiring thought that the 
whole ULCA in one mighty effort is rising to the support 7" our 1 
and seminaries. 

As time passes certain needs of the college „ more aided and 
others recede in urgency. This applies also to the Midland CHEY ob- 
jectives. Although the need for buildings is still present, particularly 
for a new Library-Administration building,, the need for putting the 
collage on a sound financial basis has become most urgent. There is 
also the recently discovered necessity of rebuilding our central heating 
plant. With the approval of the synods the following would be the ap- 
proximate order of the CHEY items: (1) Payment of accumulated 
operational deficit, (2) Reconditioning of the central heating plant, 
(3) New Library-Administration building, (4) Remodeling ‘of the old 
Administration Buildinz. (The latter two projects | ould have to be 
taken care of together). 


In Conclusion 

The morale of the faculty and the students is h h. Midland is 
effectively continuing its God-given task in educating the type of leaders 
which our church and our country need. An investment in Midland is 
most worthwhile. From the standpoint of the church such an invest- 
ment brings the greatest dividends, for, while only 15% of our Lutheran 
young people attend our own church colleges, these institutions furnish 
our church with 85 to 90% of its pastors, missionaries, and other full- 
time leaders. This, in addition to the thousands of educated laymen in 
| all walks of life who take their places of leadership in our congregations 

and communities.

Christian Higher Education Year Appeal ficients 


During the past year and this present year your committee has con. 
ducted district rallies in cooperation with the Midwest Synod in three 
areas of the state of Kansas. All correspondence has been cared for 
through the office of the Synodical Chairman, as well as other CHEY 
business. Emphasis must be made as to the importance of this United 
Lutheran Church appeal for monies for the support of improvements 
for the Colleges and Seminaries of our Church. Six million dollars are 
to be raised among the constituent synods. The quota for Kansas is 
$47,600; $5,000 for Central Theological Seminary; $40,600 for Midland 
College; and $1,900 as special aid. The special aid funds from the entire 
United Lutheran Church may result in the receivinz of $100,000 by 
Central Seminary and $75,000 by Midland College. Our per capita 
quota is $8 per communicant member based upon our 1948 Synodical 


_Communicant membership. Each pastor and local CHEY committee

Report Of Central Seminary 


The first year for Central Lutheran Theological Seminary, Fre- 
mont, Nebr., has been a good one. The enrollment for the first semester 
was eighteen; that for the second is twenty-one. Three new students, all 
juniors entered at the beginning of the current semester. The student 
body is divided as follows: three seniors, six middlers, ten juniors and 
two specials. 

The Seminary’s needs aes increasingly apparent and urgent. 
Our library facilities are woefully inadequate. Our housing space for 
students is taxed. Our chapel is entirely too small to accommodate many 
of the functions which should be held in it. Our present l are 
in need of repair. 

The successful completiba of the CHEY appeal may result in almost 
$100,000.00 for Central. This will help tremendously and we shall be 
profoundly grateful for it, but it will not meet all of our needs. If 
Central Seminary is to be developed and strengthened it must continue 
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to to enjoy the loyal support of the several — and the benef actions 
of friends of means who love the Lord and His Church. It is the 
Seminary’s constant and resolute aim, under the blessings of God, to 
become increasingly worthy of such support and benefaction. 

While it is too early to make predictions as to next year’s enroll- 
ment, it should be said that the prospects for a Ima increased 


number of students are bright. 

Central Seminary faces the future mindful of its mission and per- 
suaded of its problems but confident of the Church’s interest, prayers 
and support. It looks forward, therefore, to a day of bigger things for

Report Of Trustees Of Tabitha Home 


This has been an outstanding year in the history of this Institution, 
for it was within this year, 1949, that the commodious new building for 
the aged was practically completed and we moved our aged guests, 
kitchen, dining room and offices from the old structure. We have en- 
tered, we believe, a new era in the history of the Institution. 

We expect larger figures pertaining to the welfare and service in 
our aged guests’ department. In 1948 we served 88 guests. During 1949 
we served 98 aged guests. These figures will grow considerably in the 
service rendered with the new and larger equipment in the year 1950. 
Of the 97 aged guests served 39 were men, 58 were women. At the 
beginning of the year there were 60 ‘guests living in the Home. Thirty- 
seven were received during the year; 18 were dismissed; 9 were taken by 


death. Of the total of 97 guests served, 69 were Lutheran; 28 were 


non-Lutheran. Thirty-two gave as their residence Lincoln; 65 from 
outside of Lincoln or Lancaster County. Of the total of 97, 25 were Old 
Age Assistance recipients. Seventy-two were either here on contract, or 
paying their own expenses, or earning part of their care and a few, 
purely charity. During the year we received and have with us now one 
displaced person, a Latvian woman. 

In our children’s department, 48 children were served this year. At 
the beginning of the year there were 34 children. At the chose of the 
year there were 33 children. During the year 14 were received and 12 
dismissed. Twenty-two families were represented by the children served. 
Of the 12 dismissed during the year, 8 were returned to the home of a 
parent or relative, 3 of them returned to the state of their residence, 
1. e., Wyoming. One child was found to be epileptic and was placed where 
he would receive special care in a private home. Three of the children 
under our care are living in private homes and have lived there ow 
years or more. One child under our care is a Latvian D. P. 

Of the 48 children served, 44 were either Lutheran or baptised 
Lutheran shortly after entering Tabitha. Four were non-Lutheran. Of 
the total served 36 were from ‘outside of Lincoln or Lancaster County; 
12 from Lincoln. The final papers for the adoption of one of our boys 
were filed during the year and the adoptive bee will soon be made 
of another one of our boys. 1 

A great deal of service was rendered by our case worker to children 


who were not actually received into Tabitha Home. We have cooperated 
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with our own Lutheran Child Caring Agency and wi h nn and civic 
agencies as well. Five children were referred to St. Thomas; 17 were 
referred to other state or private agencies. These children were out of 
the scope of service that is rendered by Tabitha Home either because 
of age limits or health conditions. Our case worker has’ regularly at- 
tended meetings of the local Family and Children’ s Groups and the 
Family and Child Care Division of our Nebraska Lutheran Council.

One will note from the audit that the total income ell neck, 
poultry, milk and cream during the year 1949 was $6, 152.28. This 
amount is reduced $2,490 by a decrease in inventory which was due to 
the fact that we completely sold our hog crop through the year. (Also, 
of course, the depreciation in machinery and buildings. ) This leaves a 
gross profit of $3,662.28. This gross profit through the year Was ap- 
proximately eaten up by expenses, according to the audit, but never - 
theless, the farm, in December, turned over $2,000 to the building fund 
and likewise in January of this year another $2,000 was paid into the 
building fund. The bank statement at the end of this month shows a 
balance of $1,215.42. | 

Owing to the fact that the city of Lincoln will not permit other 
than Grade A milk to be sold, we have found it advisable to put in 
equipment meeting the requirements of the City Board of Health. This 
included a milk cooler, a hot water heater and certain changes in our 
milk room. The Home is paying for this equipment which will be a little 
over $500. Our tenant took care of the labor and the incidental material 
in connection with the changes of the barn which were necessary. The 
new tenant on the farm is Mr. Carl Ossenkop.

perfectly smooth. Where you bring together personalities living and 
working together as closely as they do at Tabitha there is bound to be 
friction from time to time. A number of new helpers have been engaged 
this year. We increased our staff use we realized the extra work 
that would be entailed in moving and becoming reorganized in the new 
building. 
During this year Tabitha Home extended a call to Sister Elizabeth 
Huth to become the Matron and Hostess at Tabitha Home. The Balti- 
more Motherhouse, with whom Sister Elizabeth is associated, consented 
to the call and assigned her to serve at Tabitha Home. She came to 
the Home the first of August: We are most happy 7 9 * in our 
midst. 

| Finances: General Funde 
In analyzing our auditor’s report one notes the f that our income 
e for the year 1949 amounted to $54,810. 84. his exceeded the 
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—— will netics that the operating receipts 


for the year were $1,000 more in 1948 than they were in 1949. The 
Home is doing much more charitable work than formerly. 
We note the fact that voluntary contributions in 1949 exceeded those 


in 1948 by $2,230.20. The Community Chest is almost $1,000 more in 


1949 than 1948. It is with some satisfaction that we note that our total 
expenditures in 1949 were $158.04 less than in 1948. However, because 
of the expenditudes exceeding the receipts this year and in 1948, $5,000 
was drawn from the Emergency and Depreciation Fund and placed 
in the General Fund during the year. One other word in regard to the 
General Fund; we believe that many folks contribute to Tabitha Home 
regardless of what fund it is to go into. After the building is entirely 
paid for, we believe that many of these gifts will be available for the 
General Fund or any other use so directed by the Board. 


Building Fund 
Your Executive Director praises the Lord and realizes to Him should 
be all glory, but cannot refrain from looking back over the last eight 
and one-half years and note the growth of the Building Fund. The new 
boiler house was being completed when he came in July, 1941 and, after 
it was paid for, there remained but about $7,000 actually in the Building 
Fund. The Genera] Fund owed to the Building Fund $12,000, but that 


amount was not available. Through these years as he has made these 


reports to you he called attention to the marvelous way in which the 
Church has responded to the need! For example, on January 1, 1948 
there was $213,217.42. On January 1, 1949 there was $306,818.27 and 
on January 1, 1950, $392,832.56. We expect to receive in the near future 
from Bequests and other sources $48,760.72 for the Building Fund, and 
face an expenditure of $53,238.84 leaving a balance yet to be received 
of $4,477.40. If the Church would give us the $4-5,000.00 before summer, 
we would be able to complete the building free from debt. 10 is our 


hope and prayer that this can be done. 


Surely we have all reasons to be grateful to God and the Church 
for the wonderful support we have received in this great enterprise.

Leadership Training, the Parish Education emphasis for 1949, was 
brought to the attention of our Synod from May 29 to June 9 when the 
Reverend Marcus Otterbein of the Parish and Church School Board 
visited eleven churches within the Synod. As a result some of our con- 
gregations spensored courses in leadership training. 

The secretary of the Children of the Church, Mrs. Raymond Schad,

Report Of Stewardship Secretary And 
Director Of Lutheran World Action 


The Synod’s record in stewardship i in 1949 was good, although it did 
not measure up to the “double discipleship” record of 1948. The min- 
imum apportionment was paid 116 per cent. Twenty-eight out of 42 
churches remitted their apportionment in full or excess; 16 gave as much 
or more as in 1948 as challenged to do by the U.L.C.A. Lutheran 
World Action fell short again, reaching only 81 per cent of the minimum 
quota. Only 19 churches gave the amount of their minimum goals; a 
few gave nothing. The response to this program was irregular. In 
some congregations it showed splendid strength and a ready response 
by the members; in others, it seemed to be set aside in favor vl other 
interests. 

As Stewardship 8 I did the following: Prepared aol cir- 
culated a monthly stewardship letter to pastors, treasurers and con- 
gregations, and other lawmen whose names were submitted, about 125 
copies monthly; arranged the schedule and supervised: distribution of 
“Like a Mighty Army” within the synod during the fall of 1949, and 
did the same for “The Difference,” CHEY film, during the spring of 
19°; pscicted with the distribution of Lutheran World Action printed 
materials and films within the synod; attended meetings of the executive 
committee as consultant on stewardship; arranged for visit of Mr. Zeb 
Trexler, field secretary of the U. L. C. A. stewardship office, to various 
congregations of the synod; sought to encourage pastors and laymen 
ef the synod in their stewardship programs; attended a special meeting 
called by President Fry of the U.L.C.A. and Director Empie of the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council, in Chicago, March 29, 1950, to consider ways of 
strengthening Lutheran World Action in the synod this year. 


Recommendations 
1. That the Synod authorize the appointment by the President of 
three laymen, one from each conference, who, with the synodical Stew- 
ardship Secretary, shall constitute a synodical committee on steward- 
ship, and that these laymen be sent at the expense of the synod to the 
regional stewardship by U. L. C. A.

Displaced Persons Report 


The siecle Resettlement Service, supported by Lutheran World. | 
Action and created by and responsible to the National Lutheran Coun- 
eil, came into being in October, 1948. From that date, through Decem- 
ber 28, 1949, in co-operation with the Lutheran World Federation and 
36 state and area resettlement committees, 17,000 assudances have been 
36 state and area resettlement — 17,000 e have bern 
resettled. 

The Area Resettlement Commiittee, covering Kansas, Oklahoma, wie 
Missouri, is composed of representatives of the various N.L.C. bodies. 
The committee has no paid executive, necessary expenses being borne by 
the N.L.C. (60 per cent) and the Emergency panies Council, e 
Synod (40 per cent). 

Through January, 1950, 66 thenily units have * resettled in this 
tri-state area, including 107 adults and 49 children. In addition, there 
are 176 unfilled assurances on file, covering —— resettlement 25 
an average of two persons each. 


We are happy to report that churches of wks Synod and of the 


Midwest Synod have resettled 41 adults and 18 children through Jan- 


uary, 1950. A total of 156 assurances have been secured, which means 
that more will yet be settled. These assurances originate from the 
following locations of sponsors: |
